SULZER RAISES A ROW 
BY PLEADING FOR: BOERS 


New Yorker Also Lugs in Cuban 
Scandal and Reads Letter At- 
tacking Health—Republic- 
ans Try To Keep Let- 

«ter from Record, 


Washington, February 1-—This was a 
fleld day in the house, being by far the 
liveliest day during the present: session. 
A very interesting debate over the consti- 
tutional limitations on the power of the 
senate over revenue legislation initiated 
by the house was precipitated when Mr. 
Payne, the chairman of the ways and 
means committee, brought in the resolu- 
tion of the committee to disagree to the 
substitute proposed by the senate as an 
amendment to the war revenue reduc- 
tion act and to ask fcr a conference with 


‘the senate. 


Mr. Tawney, of Minnesota, chaim- 
pioned ‘the course of the house and its 
paramount rights over revenue legisla- 
tion, but was unfortunate in not bring- 
ing forward a resolution to return the 
bill te the senate with the declaration 
that the senate had transcended its pow- 
ers In substituting an entirely new meas- 
ure for the bill of the house. The sub- 
sequent debate showed that had this 
course been adopted the propostion would 
have commanded «4 large vote. Instead, 
however, he insisted upon a division of 
the resolution and after the first portion 
—to disagree—had been adopted he made 
the point of order that the second motion 
was not in order, because the senate in 
its substitute had invaded the constitu- 
tional prerogative of the house. The re- 
sult was that the members were not 
confronted with the direct issue and the 
house voted 233 to 38 to ask for a con- 


ference. 

Stirred by Sulzer. 
Later in the day during the considera- 
tion of the diplomatic and consular ap- 
priation bill an _ impassioned pro-Boer 


~“gptech by Mr, Sulzer, of New York, 


drew from Mr. Mahon, of Pennsylvania, 
A recital of the raising of a fund of about 
$1.200 for the benefit of the widows of 
Boer soldiers at a meeting held in this 
city, at which Mr. Sulzer presided. He 
declared that after the “terranin and 
cold bottles got in their work’’ only $18 
was left for the Boer widows. This stunz 
Mr. Sulzer to reply at length. He said 
he had no connection with the exvendi- 
ture ofthe fund, to which he had con- 
tributed $175 and avery lively row fol- 
lowed, the elffmax of which was reached 
when Mr. Sulzer had read an anonymous 
letter which mad@ a sensational attack 
upon Mr. Perry 8S. Heath, late assistant 
postmaster general, who was secretary 
of the republican national committee dur- 
ing the recent campaign, charging him 
with being Neely’s sponsor, and then de- 
nying it after the arrest of Neely and 
also making. allegations against Mr. 
Heath In conection with government de- 
posits in a New York bank. Mr. Sulzer 
charged Mr. Heath with being responsi- 
ble for the circulation of the stories 
about his connection with the fund for 
the Boer widows. Mr. Knox, of Massa- 
chusetts, declared that it was ‘‘contempt- 
ible” to attack a gentleman who could 
not reply through the medium of an 
anonymous letter and moved that the in- 
fraction of the rules be reported to the 
house and stricken from the record. In 
the course of the debate upon this mo- 
thn Mr. Sulzer declared that’ although 
the communication was anonymous he 
fathered every word of it and would be 
responsible for it as a member of the 
house and as an individual. The demo- 
crats filibustered against the motion to 
expunge the letter from the Congres- 
sional Record and finally forced an ad- 
journment, the effect being to permit 
publication of the letter in the record. 


Tawny Grows Impassioned. 

Mr. Tawney in his contention that the 
senate had violated the _ constitution, 
spoke in impassioned tones and his words 
brought several republicans to their feet. 

Mr. Hopkins interrupted Mr. Tawney to 
declare that in his opinion the constitu- 
tion had not been violated. In effect the 
senate’s proposition was only an amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, made the 
point that Mr. Tawney’s point of order 
came too late, the house already having 
considered the senate substitute by de- 
ciding to non-concur in it. | 

Mr. Payne, chairman of the'ways and 
means committee, pointed out that every 
item in the senate substitute would have 
‘been germane as an individual amend- 
ment to the original house bill, but he 
said the point of Mr. Tawney could not 
be made in parliamentary parctice. That 
question was one for the consciences of 
members, not for the speaker to decide. 
Ex-Speaker Grow, of Pennsy'vania, and 
Mr. Dailzell, of Pennsylvania, took the 
same view. 

Mr. Payne, chairman of the ways and 
\means committee, said the question was 
one for the conscience of members, not 
for the speaker to decide. 

When Mr, Dailzell, of Pennsylvania, de- 
clared that in his opinion the senate 
substitute was a violation of the consti- 
tution his statement was received with 
an outburst of applause on the republican 
side. It was the idea of the fathers, he 
said, that the people’s representatives 
should decide the question of. taxation. 
It was not that two senators from a 
state which had less population than his 
district should have an equal voice with 
New York or Pennsylvania in 
taxes upon the shoulders of the people. 
If by proper methods, he declared in con- 
clusion, it was desired to test the right 
of the senate against that of the house 
he would be on the side of the house. 
(Prolonged applause.)

HOT SCRIMMAGE IN HOUSE 
OVER SENATE AND: BOERS 
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HANNA BEGINS TO ACT AS HELMSMAN

Washington, February 11.—Shortly after 
the senate convened today the naval ap- 
propriation bill was passed. 

The shipping bill then was taken up 
and kept before the senate during the re- 
mainder of the legislative day. Mr. Caf- 
fery, democrat, of Louisiana, occupied 
the floor throughout the session. Opposi- 
tion senators made the point of no quorum 
several times and demanded a call of the 
senate. Finally, this drew out a warning 


from Mr. Frye, chairman of the commit- | 


tee on commerce, that if senators desired 
a river and harbor bill to be reportedrat 
this session they would better not inter- 
rupt the committee having the measure 
under consideration. Even after that 
there was a call of the senate. Mr. Caf; 
fery had not concludéd his speech when, 
after having spoken for nearly six hours, 
be yielded the floor for an executive ses- 
sion. 
Tillman Roasts Armor? Trust. 

The naval appropriation bill was taken 
up. Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, said 
he desired,;to present evidence which 
would show the bad faith with which the 
Carnegie and Bethlehem companies had 
treated the government. The companies 
had said positively they would be unable 
to make Krupp armor for less than $545 
per ton, yet they had entered into a con- 
tract for armor at alower price. 

Mr. Hale, chairman of the naval com- 
mittee, corroborated this. 

Mr. Pettigrew said that when a member 
of one of the irmor concerns was before 
the appropriations committee he admitted 
that the Carnegie and Bethlehem compa- 
nies had an agreement to bid the same 
sum for the armor.

Cafferey Denounces Subsidy Bill. 
Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, addressed the 


senate in opposition to the bill.. The pur- 
pose of the bill, he said, was to “furnish 
a gratuity, a donation, a subsidy, to cer- 
tain steamship lines now in existence and 
to others which may come into exist- 
ence if the bill should be come a law,”’ 
He believed, however, that the entire sub- 
sidy would be absorbed by the present 
lines. He maintained that its contract 
arrang<cment was unconstitutional. Mr. 
Caffery asserted there was nothing in the 
pending bill that ‘would be of advantage 
to American seamen. 

Mr. Hanna interposed to say that one 
of the objects subserved by the bill would 
be the increased number of places af- 
forded to seamen upon American vessels. 
He pointed out that the wages paid by 
vessels under the American flag were just 
about twice as large as those paid der 
any other flag and under the provisions 
of this bill American ship owners would 
be able to pay such wages and at the 
same time meet foreign competition in 
the carrying trade. 

“By actual count,” interjected Mr. 
Jones, of Arkansas, “‘there are just ten 
republican senators in the chamber. I 
suggest the absence of a quorum.’’ 

Mr. Hanna: “How. many democrats are 
here?’’

“In order to aid the committee,’ sug- 
gested Mr. Jones, facetiously, “it might 
be well for the senate to take a recess 
while the committee is in segsion.’’ 

Mr. Caffery’s speech was further inter- 
rupted by a brief executive session and 
the passage of a resolution offered by 
Mr. Spooner calling upon the secretary 
of the treasury to furnish the senate the 
number and tonnage of vessels engaged 
in foreign commerce, the number now 
engaged in the coastwise trade that could 
enter the foreign trade under the pend- 
ing bill, and also the amount of subsidy 
each vessel would receive under the bill. 
The resolution also calls for the number 
of foreign built vessels authorized to 
come under American registry by the 
bill, and the amount of subsidy each 
would receive and the number of foreign 
ships registered as contracted to be built 
under the provisions of the Dill. 

Senators Aldrich, Allison and Jones of 
Arkansas, were appointed conferees upon 
the war revenue Dill. 

Resuming, Mr. Caffery declared that 
the bill ‘is a bald, bold grant of the 
people’s money to ffll the pockets of ship 
builders and ship owners. As such it is 
absolutely unconstitutional and void. It 
is robbery under the forms of law. You 
can tax the people for a public purpose, 
but you cannot give away the people’s 
money for a private purpose.”’ 

Before Mr. Caffery concluded the sen- 
ate, at 5:35 o’clock, went into executive

GOMEZ TRIUMPHS | 


—OVER-CUBAN-FOES 


Clause Making Him Eligible to Presi- 
dency Is Adopted. 


WON BY A NARROW MARGIN 


Vote on the Adoption of the Clause 
Stood 15 to 14. 


TO TONE DOWN THE CONSTITUTION 


All Radical Clauses Will Be Elimi- 
nated Before Submitting to 
the Unites. States. 


Havannah, February 11.—The followers 
of General Maximo Gomez triumphed to-‘ 
day in the Cuban constitutional conven- 
tion. The clause making him eligible to 
the presidency of the republic was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 15 to 14. There was no dis- 
cussion. Just before the vote Senor Gi- 
berga said he did not think the convention 
was called upon to recognize the revolu- 
tionary element in the constitution, but 
this protest elicifed no reply. Senor 
Liorente and General Rivera were absent. 
Senor Betancourt, who voted last week 
with the opponents of General Gomez to 
postpone the discussion, cast his vote for 
Gomez, making a majority of one in favor 
of the clause, 

The anti-Gomez faction took the defeat 
quietly and almost good naturedly. The 
session will continue tomorrow, when 
some changes will be made. It is general- 
ly belieevd that the convention will leave 
out the clauge referring to the expulsion 
of “pernicious. foreigners.” 

There is also a growing disposition to 
eradicate all radical clauses before sub- 
mitting the completed work to the United 
States congress.

KILLED SELF TO CHEAT MOB. 


George Buric Commits Suicide To 
Escape Band of Lynchers. 
Crested Butte, Colo., February i11— 
While a mob was besieging the jail here 
today and threatening to lynch George 
Buric, he committeed suicide by hanging 
himself to a window bar in‘ his cell with 
an electric light wire. Buric was arrested 
on a charge of having criminally assault- 
ed Kate Mufish, twelve years of age. He 

declared that he was innocent. 


Royalties Leave England. 


London, February 11.—King Charles of 
Portugal and his suite started for Lisbon 
this evening at 10 o’clock. King Edward 
accompanied the Portugnese monarch to 
the way station. Grand Duke Michael 
of Russia, the czarwitch, left two hours 
earlier for St. Petersburg.

SPAIN IS BEING SHAKEN © 
BY ANTELCLERICAL MOBS 


Fierce’ Outbreaks Are Reported 
in Many Cities of the 
Kingdom, 


SEVERAL MONKS STONED 
BY CROWD OF STUDENTS 


Shots Are Fired from a Convent at 
Granada — Monastery Smeared 
with Petroleum, but Con- 
flagration Is Averted. 
Sagasta Tzlks, 


Madrid, February 11.—The idle classes 
wandered in the streets today apparent- 
ly awaiting the cover of night to give 
vent to their hatred of the aristocracy. 
The Puerto del Sol, a large square in the 
center of the city, was the principal gath- 
ering spot. Mounted civil guards pa- 
trolled it all day long. At nightfall the 
square was black with people. The single 
cries and low toned murmuring were be- 
coming loudec until the outcry almost 
became a roar. 

At 7 o’clock the guards cleared the 
space and their numbers were increased, 
for the carriages of the higher classes of 
people, diplomats and others, had to tra- 
verse the square in going to the ball at 
the palace tonight. 

The students today presented them- 
selves at the gate of the university, and, 
finding it closed, protested against the 
holiday and marched to the Prado, shout- 
ing ‘““‘Down with the Jesuits!” 

Sagasta on the Riots. , 

In an interview today Senor Sagasta, 
the liberal leader, said he disapproved of 
the noisy demonstrations, but recognized 
that they were the outcome of the exist- 
ing situation, which was Aggravated by 
the Ubao affair. He thoughé the pres- 
ence of Count Caserta in Madrid was un- 
necessary, and that he ought not to have 
come to the marriage of his son, Prince 
Charles*of Bourbon, as he might have 
foreseen his presence would create trou- 
ble. Senor Sagasta severely condemned 
the brutality of the police. 

‘A carnival,” he continued, “is often 
the occasion for disorders. I am aston- 
ished that many people do not attach im- 
portance to these events. It is im possi- 
ble to foresee what the future has in 
store. We know how events begin, but 
we never know how they will end.” 

The Imparcial says that a lieutenant 
and two soldiers were among the persons 
arrested yesterday. The lieutenant was 
immediately released amid cheers for the 
army.

“oi the Prado the gendarmes were 
stoned and were compelled to charge the 
rioters, several persons being injured. 

Demonstrations against the Jesuits con- 
tinue in Barcelona. 

Shot Fired from Convent. 

At Granada a large mob paraded the 
streets today shouting “long live liberty,”’ 
“down with the Jesuits.”” A crowd gath- 
ered around a convent and shots were 
fired from within. The: crowd increased 
in size, and the prefect, with a detach- 
ment of gendatmes, repaired to the scene. 
The mob hooted them. The prefect enter- 
ed the convent, and when he emerged he 
explained that the shots were fired by a 
couple of gendarmes within the convent 
in order to attract assistance. They had 
not fired on the mob. The latter renewed 
its anti-Jesuit cries and attempted ‘to 
break into the building, but gendarmes 
dispersed the rioters. The excitement 
still prevails. 

At Valencia Deputy Ibanez headed the 
demonstration here yesterday, when the 
prefect’s carriage was stoned. The mob 
threw petroleum on the monastery of 
Camillez, but the gendarmes succeeded in 
preventing a conflagration. The disorder 
continued all day. The seminary and sev- 
eral convents were stoned. A procession 
of the rosary did not leave the church, 
owing to the threatening attitude of the 
crowd. The anti-clerical demonstrations 
were resumed in Valencia today. 


Monks Are Stoned. 


At Saragossa during an anti-clefica! 
demonstration today the studénts stonea 
several monks. They were dispersed by 
police and gendarmes. 

Demonstrators carrying a republican 
flag fired on the .gendarmes and.a ser- 
geant and several people in the crowd 
were wounded. 

The troops are now confined to bar- 
racks. Captain General Borrorea was 
greeted with cries of “Long live the re- 
public,” having reference to his repub- 
lican antecedents. 


WINNERS ON TIME AND PRICE. 


Americans Beat the British in Bid- 
ding on Bridge Contracts. 
London, February 11.—A parliamentary 
paper issued tonight complies with the 
house of commons’ request of December 
14th for the American and British. bids 
for thirty bridges on the Uganda railroad. 
An American company agreed to erect 
the bridges in forty-six weeks. The low- 
est Ereglish bids for the delivery of the 
material on board ship at London was 
sixty weeks. The American company of- 
fered to lay down the material at any 
British port for 5 guineas less than the 
average price of the British companies’ 
delivery in London. The American com- 
pany‘ agreed to erect the bridge for £18 
per ton, only £2 10s more than the aver- 
age British price for delivery in London. 


MRS. MAYBRICK IS NOT FREE. 


British Home Office Denies Report 
Cabled. 


London, February 11.—The officials of 
the home office say there.is no founda- 
tion whatever for the report that Mrs. 
Florence Maybrick has been pardoned.

“home office requiring that press inquiries 
shall be made in writing and answered 
through the mails.

Washington, February 11.—The presi- 
dent today sent to the senate the nomina- 
tions of James H. Wilson, of Delaware, 
and Fitzhugh Lee, of Virginia. now brig- 
adier generals of volunteers, to be briga- 
dier generals in the regular army. 

The senate has confirmed the fdllow- 
ing nominations:

The senate held two brief executive ses- 
Sions today for the consideration of the 
nominations for the office of brigadier 
general sent in by the president under the 
army reorganization act of the present 
session of congress. 

At the first session the nominations to 
that position which had been favorably 
reported upon were recommitted to the 
committee on military affairs. During 
the afternoon there was a hurried meet- 
ing of the committee, at which a favora- 
ble report upon all the brigadier nom- 
inations before the committee were acted 
upon, and at the second closed session 
of the senate they were all reported. 

Those favorable recommendations in- 
cluded not only the nominations hereto- 
fore reported, but also the nominations of 
Generals Wood, Grant and Bell, which 
had been previously passed over, and also 
those of General Fitzhugh Lee and James 
H. Wilson, whose names were sent to the 
senate today. When the nominations were 
reported Senator Pettigrew objected to 
favorable consideration and they went 
over until tomorrow under the senate 
rule. 

It is understood that there will be a 
change in the order in which the nomifna- 
tions Were made, which will relieve them 
of the criticism that was made on ac- 
count of the high relative position the 
original assignments gave certain officers, 


FIGHTING RANK MAMMONISM. 


So Declare the German Agragians in 
Calling for Protection. 
Berlin, February 11.—Beron von Wan- 
genheim, one of the principal agrarian 
leaders, made the opening speech at the 
annual meeting of the husbandists held 
here today and attended by some 8,000 del- 
egates. He expressed himself as confi- 
dent that the husbandists would be victo- 
rious in their fight for sufficient protec- 
tion to astriculture, and he compared 
their struggle with the resistance of the 
Boers in South Africa, declaring that the 
hubandists and burghers were alike 
fighting against ‘‘rank mammonism,”’ an 
assertion that was greeted with pro- 

longed applause. 

A resolution was adopted demanding 
that the government grant such protec- 
tion to agriculture as would enable it 
to form prices independent of the bourse, 
fixing the prices high enough to make it 
possible for tillers of the soll to reap as 
large profits for their products as from 
1870 to 1890. 

“Above all,”” said the resoluffon, ‘‘Ger- 
many must not erant the same tariffs 
to countries discriminating in their tariffs, 
as in the case of the United States.”’ 


SURROUNDED AND SHOT DOWN 


Notorious Man-Killer Slain by Offi- 
cers in Indian Territory. 
Vinitia, I. T., February 11.—News hs 
reached here tonight of the killing of Don 
Beck, a noted Indian Territory character. 
near Kansasas, I. T., by Deputy United 
States Marshal Frederick Sill and a large 
posse. The officers have been after Beck 
for several days, and trailed him from 
Kansasas, I. T., to a distillery near Mavs- 
ville, Ark., where they surrounded him, 
and ‘when he attempted to escape he was 
commanded to halt, whereupon he fired 
on the officers and a genera! fight foliow- 
ed, Beck falligg dead. The bullets pierced 
his head. His horse was killed with him. 
Beck shot a man at the last Cherokee 
election, and had killed several people 

during his career.

AT POLLING PLACE 


Three Men Are Shot in an 
Election Riot at St 
Louis, 


NEGRO BEGAN SHOOTING 
AND VOLLEY FOLLOWED 


Forty Officers, with Riot Guns, Re- 
quired To Quell Riotous Ne- 
groes—One Officer Was 
Shot and Two Ne- 


groes. 


St. Louis, February 11.—More than 159 
shots were fired, a sergeant of police and 
two negroes were wounded and a ballot 
box was stolen in the course of a riot 
about the second district polling place of 
the fourth ward, at Twelfth and Linden 
streets, early this evening. 

It was only after a riot call had brought 
Captain Kiely with forty policemen an4 
riot guns to the scene that a semblance 
of order was restored. Even then ths 
streets were filled with negroes and somes 
white men, all of whom were armed, 
many of them intoxicated and looking for 
trouble. Not a ballot was cast there 
during the day. 

The wounded are: 

SERGEANT ‘QUINLIVAN, of 
fourth district, shot in the right leg. 

GEORGE MONROE, shot in the right 
arm. 

FRED JONES, shot in left leg. 
How the Trouble Arose. 

The trouble had been brewing all afs 
ternoon. When it came time to open up 
the polls the Tinker judges had not yet 
arrived. Later the Tinker men disagreed 
with the Wells men as to the advisability 
of opening the back door of the polling 
place. One claimed that the other had a 
host of heelers in waiting and if the back 
door was opened these men would press 
in to cause confusion and prevent their 
opponents from voting. 

The Noonan crowd claimed that both 
the other factions were jockeying to pre- 
vent any voting whatever because, they 
said, the ward was overwhelmingly for 
Noonan... The judges being unable to 
agree, no voting was done. That was the 
situation up to th time of the riot. Ru- 
mor has it that the first man to draw a 
pistol was a negro named Arthur Gar- 
diner. As soon as the shot rang out the 
street about the polling place became the 
scene of a fusillade. Every man drew 
one or two revolvers. 

Judge John J. Ryan ran out from his 
desk to the street and shot squarely at a 
negro advancing upon the booth, gun in — 
hand. There was no time to make ar- 
rests, but the police under Sergeant Quin- 
livan rushed upon the bolder rioters, at- 
tempting to disarm them. 


Officer Is Shot. 


It was while he was arresting George 
Munroe that Sergeant Quinlivan was shot. 
Detective McGrath ran to his assistance, 
disarmed the negro, and in the midst of 
a scattering fire, wrapped a handkerchief 
about the sergeant’s leg to stop the flow 
of blood from a severed artery. Ten po- 
licemen were on the spot within a few 
moments and succeeded in quelling the . 
riot and dispersing the 200 negroes who 
had figured most prominently in the af- 
fray. 

After order had been restored it was 
found that the ballot box had been stolen. 
Every judge and clerk had been at the 
windows or front door, holding the fort. 
Some one had slipped in the back way 
and taken the box from behind them. 
The upshot was that no votes were polled 
today in the second district of the fourth 


ward. 
Rolla Wells Wins... 


Rolla Wells, a wealthy fcundryman, will 
be nominated by the democratic city con- 
vention tomorrow for mayor, he carrying 


20 of the 28 wards in the city in the pri- 
mary election held today. His election 
shows that both factions of the party 
have united. Wells supported the gold 
wing of the party for two terms. He 
was backed by the Jefferson Club, the 
local party machine. He resigned from 
that body several years ago because it 
espoused the cause of silver. Today's 
primary awakened almost as much inter- 
est as a general election. The vote polled 
was the Jargest ever cast at a primary 
of either party. Keen rivalry betweeen 
Rolla Wells, Edward A. Noonan and 
Zack Tinker, the three mayoralty candi- 
dates, brought out almost the full party 
strength.

the Sisters of Mercy on March 17, 1362. 
went with the men, and was concealed on 
the person of Colcr Bearer O'Neill. While 
at Fort Delaware it was understuvod that 

O’ Neill was to take the oath of allegiance 
to the United States, and six privates of 
the company laid a plan to save the flag. 
Laird held the sleeping man’s head while 
the others drew out the knapsack in 
which the flag gvas kept, and removed it. 
The flag was sayed, and each man sol- 
emnly swore that he would save it from 
the hands of the enemy. September, 1862, 
when they were exchanged. and whiie 
yet within the federal lins at Aikens land- 
ing, on the James river, the six men flung 
the flag to the breeze. The men were of- 
fered $500 for the flag by a federal officer, 
but Laird, whose fidelity was above price, 
replied: , 

- “Lincoln and the United States treasury 
- coul@ not buy it." 

That flaz is now in the Georgia Histor- 
ical Society building encased in a frame 
of Georgia pine, and shows tlie blood- 
stains and perspiration marks of its loyal 
protectors. | f

Running from the mechanism of the in- 
strument was a cord, which extended 
down into the sub-basement. When the 
revenue men were about the girl would 
play vigorously on. the organ, and the 
cord would jangle a bell below, warn- 
ing the father to keep close, and be on 
his guard.

Para- 
graphs in the papers already lined up for 
McLaurin assert the belief that unex- 
pected strength will come to him when 
the candidates and newspapers open 
fire on him. 

There is no doubt of a strong feeling 
of resentment against Senator McLau- 
rin for several of his votes where the 
issue was between the administration and 
the democracy. In the Paris treaty, 
Philippine business, the ship subsidy mat- 
ter and in other affairs he has voted 
against the democrats. He is certainly 
popular with those who either voted for 
McKinley or secretly wished that Bryan 
would be beaten. He will have a strong 
and influential backing. His supporters 
claim a lot of yet unknown strength. 

A large number of men of ability and 
prominence are preparing to get into 
the race for senator in 1902. The situa- 
tion will change, but there are now sev- 
eral »ractically determined to make the 
fight. 

It is generally believed that former 
Governor John Gary Evans has no am- 
bition to wear, the toga. He was twice 
defeated, but has since grown decidedly 
in public favor and is rapidly gaining 
ground. Since coming to this city he has 
made hundreds of friends among his 
former bitter opponents 'The violent sen- 
timent against him has relaxed in most 
quarters, and he will be a most formid- 
able candidate. It is generally conceded 
no man has so made friends and devel- 
oped in strength. 

Senator D. 8S. Henderson. of Aiken, a 
brilliant, popular and able legislator and 
lawyer, is avowédly in the race. He was 
formerly a conservative, and has gained 
friends from his former opponents. 

Congressman A. C. Latimer, of the 
third district, is iegarded as a certain 
and formidable entry. Since coming into 
politics, eight years ago, he has made 
gteat strides, and is a cafeful, able and 
vigilant representative. 

Governor McSweeney; it {fs thought, 
will run for senator, and will no doubt 
command a large following. Charleston 
and Columb#a are calculated to be for 
him, because the liquor element support- 
ed him ardently for governor in his last 
race.

Milan said he had been greatly disap- 
pointed at the absence of his sen, whose 
ingratitude has provoked much comment 
in Vienna. According to The Neue Freie 

he said to his physician: 

“Z feel that I must die, but it is very 
sad to be compelled to die at forty-seven.” 
Action of Ming Alexander. 
Belgrade, Servia, February 11.—King 
Alexander, who was at Nish when he re- 
ceived the news of the death of his fath- 
er, immediately summoned the members 
of the cabinet to meet at Konak, where 
he communicated the information to them 
officially. The king and queen left Nish 
this evening for Belgrade, not going to 
Vienna. The remains will be brought 

here. 

In the national assembly the premier, 
M. Yovanovitch,. announcing the death of 
the former king, eulogized his service in 
obtaining more complete independence 
and territorial extension for Servia. Dur- 
ing the speech the entire chamber remain- 
ed standing.

Tonight the city is practically a dry 
town, so far as the joints are concerned. 
GBome of the drug stores are said to be 
doing a thriving business, but the condl- 
tion is much different from a week or 
even a day ago, when th were about 
eighty joints running openly, all of which 
were equipped with the finest fixturcs. 

The citizens’ committee has made all 
the necessary arrangements for the en- 
forcement of the order regarding the 
joints and will insist that the order be 
carried out to the letter, and that cvery 
drinking place be closed and the stock 
and fixtures removed from the city by 
next Friday noon.

WILL -NOT CHANGE POLICY 


Sir Edward Clarke Attacks Course 
of Government and Pleads for 
Terms Honorable to Boers. 
Bubonic Plague at 

Cape Town. 


Cape Town, February 11.—Joseph Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, has addressed a communication to 
Sir Alfred Milner approving the remarks 
made by Sir Alfred in his reply io the 
Afrikander deputations sent to him by 
the Afrikander congress at Worcester 
with resolutions addressed to Queen Vic- 
toria. 

“The government has nro intention," 
says the colonial secretary, ‘‘of changing 
the policy which it has repeatedly de- 
clared and which has been approved over- 
whelmingly by the empire.” 

The military authorities here have been 
authorized by Mr, Chamberlain to destroy 
great quantities of hay lying near the 
docks which have become infested with 
rats. 

The mayors of the peninsula at a meet- 
ing called to devise joint prevention 
schemes, adopted a resolution calling upon 
the government to provide camps for the 
Kaffirs so as to prevent overcrowding in 
the towns and the consequent danger. 

The government has decided to give 
notice to foreign nations of the fact that 
Cape Town is infected with the bubonic 
Plague. Another native has Aied of the 
disorder; three additional cases are an- 
nounced and fifty persons who have been 
in contact with plague victims have bcen 
isolated. 

A temporary military hospital is being 
erected. “ +8 

Pleads for Boers. 

London, February 11—Sir Edward 
Clarke, the former solicitor general, fol- 
lowing up his speech of February 7th be- 
fore the Holborn Conservative Associa- 
tion, has written a letter to a friend cit- 
ing Lord Roberts's rejection of the oppor- 
tunity to propose peace terms in June, 
1900, when General Buller had prepared 
the way by conferences with Christian 
Botha, who asked what was offered. Lord 
Roberts replied: 

“Unconditional surrender, the privates 
to be allowed to-go to their farms, but 
no promises to the commanders or to any 
who had taken an active part in bringing 
on the war.” 

“This,” says Sir Edward Clarke, “put 
an end to all negotiations. So the war 
has gone on. The losses since have been 
1% officers and 1,444 men killed fn action 
and ¢cied of wounds; 63 officers and 3,620 


‘men died of diseases, and 959 officers and 


22,635 men invalided home. We have spent 
from sixty to seventy millions devastat- 
ing a country over which we desire to 
rule. We do not seem a day nearer ‘un- 
conditional surrender’ than seven months 
ago.’’ 

Sir Edward Clarke then says he earnest- 
ly hopes terms acceptable without dis- 
honor will be offered to the Boers. 

Eluded the English. 

New York, February 11.—J. J. Vanden- 
burg, secretary of the postal department 
of the South African republic, arrived 
here today from Rotterdam. Two months 
ago he succeeded in eluding the English 
nd making his escape to Holland. 

“I have lost everything,’’ he said, “‘and 
have come to this free country to start 
life anew. But the war'‘in the Transvaal 
is not yet over, nor will it, be for a long 
time to come.”’ 

Mr. Vandenburg says that two members 
of the executive government are still with 
Dewet and acting for President Kruger 
and that the government of the South 
African republic still exists as a fact.

KNELT TO PRAY 
FOR DYING DAY 


Man Accused of Homicide One 
of the Petitioners, 


WOMAN IN CASE ON STAND 


Miss Slagle, However, Refuses To 
Testify on Ground That She 
Would Incriminate Herself. 

Admitted She Visited 
' Hamilton in Jail. 


Minneapolis, February 11.—An eager 
throng, containing many women, blocked 
the corridors of the courthouse today 
striving to get into the large courtroom 
to witness the proceedings in the trial of 
Frank H. Hamilton on the charge of hav- 
ing murdered Leonard R. Day. 

The state’s first witness for the day was 
William G. Bennett, a St. Louis traveling 
man, who was in the billiard room at 
the time of the tragedy. He saw the 
party playing Dilliards, saw Hamilton 
party come in and heard Day say to Ham- 
ilton? 

**You’re the man I've been looking for.”’ 

He heard the talk in which a woman's 
name was mentioned, but did not catch 
the drift of the conversation. He saw 
the scuffle between the principals and 

aw George, vhom he knew, separate 
them. Some fivé or ten minutes after- 
wards he, with others, was ordered out 
of the room by Special Officer O’ Malley. 
He went to the bar in the adjoining room, 
but was called back by a traveling man 
working with him, named Barbe. On re- 
turning he saw Day on the floor between 
the two tables..-Barbe had hold of his 
right hand and was supporting him, Ham- 
ilton was not there. The witness said: 
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‘T rubbed Day’s other hand and then 
returned to the bar for the brandy. 1 
failed to get any and returned to the 
side of the dying man and found Hamil- 
ton and Canfield there. I told Hamilton 
to slap Day’s hands and take off his 
shoes and rub his feet, as his extremi- 
ties were getting cold. Neither Hamil- 
ton or Canfield said anything. I said: 

*“*He is dying.’ 

“Hamilton said: ‘Is he?’ and reached 
his hand over Day’s breast. - 

Prayed for Dying Man. 

“We continued to rub his feet and apply 
hot water. About ten minutes afterwards 
the doctor came in and five minutes later 
Day died. I said: ‘Let us offer a prayer.’ 
I knelt down and so did Hamilton by my 
side. The prayer was a silent one. An 
officer came and stood beside Hamilton 
and Canfield. I did not hear Hamilton 
say anything to the officers nor after- 
wards. I had no knife nor had Barbe. 

Ray Evans was the next witness. He 
is in the grain business. He described 
the time he had seen Hamilton and his 
party and then they werit to the West 
hotel. In the billiard room he spoke to 
Day, whom he knew, and then turned 
and introduced Hamilton to Day. They 
shook hands and the witness turned away 
without hearing the ensuing conversation. 

On cross-examination Mr, Penny went 
into the question of what Witness Evans 
had drunk during the evening, beginning 
with those before he went to the theater. 
The witness excitedly appealed to the 
court to know whether this was relevant 
but was told to answer. So he detailed 
a succession of drinks at various places. 
In all he had drunk with Hamilton six or 
seven times. He denied that he was 
drunk or that there was loud talk or 
profanity in the billiard room. 

The Woman in the Case. 

On ,the opening of the court in the 
afternoon the defense moved that the 
county attorney be required to produce 
A. M. Barbe in court as a witness. The 
court denied the motion and an exception 
was noted. 

The sensation of the day was the call- 
ing of Caroline Slagle as a witness. he 
said she had. known both Day and Ham- 
ilton for about three months. She knew 
them both quite well. She admitted hav- 
ing visited Hamilton in jail, and said 
she was still on friendly terms with him. 
Asked if she had had a certain conversa- 
tion with Hamilton before the tragedy, 
she turned :to the judge and said: 

“T understand that it is privileged.’’ 

After a whispered consultation between 
the court and the lawyers, the court 
ruled that if the evidence tended to in- 
criminate the witness she need not an- 
swer, 

‘That is all,”’ said the county attorney. 

Mr. Penny asked if she was very in- 
timately connected with either Day or 
Hamilton. She said she was not and was 
then excused and court adjourned.

COMMISSION IS OPTIMISTIC 


Army Officers Assert That Work | 


Being Done Is Premature. 


PACIFICATION IS STILL FAR OFF 


—_ 


Soldiers Believe Affairs Should 
Have Been Left in Hands 


of Army. 


Manila, January 20.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Progress to- 
ward the pacification of the Philippine 
islands has certainly been making. more 
rapid strides during the opening days of 
the new yvear than during any similar pe- 
riod in 1900. The situation has begun to 
brighten. ‘Ihe term during which am- 
nesty was extended to repentant rebels 
having expired and the carrying out of 
General MacArthurs proclamation hav- 
ing begun with the arrest of large batch- 
es, of insurgents, scurrying for the moun- 
tains ensued. 

The campaign ‘of arrests in Manila and 
vicinity, which began immediately after 
the issuance of General MacArthur's 
proclamation. is being pushed with ex- 
traordinary vigor. The prisons are daily 
becoming more crowded, and an addi- 
tional one is beine built on Subig bay. 

he aid furnished by the commissioners 
in the work of pacification cannot be 
said to be cordially welcomed by the sol- 
dier. Séarcely an army officer is found 
who does not, believe that the work of 
the commission is premature, that the 
hopeful views of its members on the gen- 
eral situation are emtirely too optimistic 
and that the civil administration of af- 
fairs ought to have been left wholly in 
the hands of the military governor for, 
perhaps, years to come. In consequence, 
the military authorities and the commis- 
sion can scarcely be said to be pulling to- 
gether in the same harness. Communi- 
cations between the two departments, 
situated at either end of the palace cor- 
ridor, are more distinguished by formali- 
ty than by cordiality. 

The average army officer, judging from 
his standpoint, places the date of ulti- 
mate pacification at not sooner, and gen- 
erally 1nuch later, than one year hence. 
The commissioner, placing more faith in 
the leaven of local autonomy, and the en- 
lightenment of progressive civil govern- 
ment, looks forward to an earlier peace. 

Bids will be advertised for in a few 
days for harbor improvements at Manila, 
for which $1,000,00W of insular funds has 
been appropriated. The improvements 
will consist chiefly in an extension of the 
breakwater, which the Spaniards had 
nearly @gompleted, and dredging, inside, 
to a depth of thirty feet. Major Craig- 
hill is in charge of the work planned. 
Ultimately government wharves will 
eliminate the use of cascoes between the 
shore and the distant anchorages of 
ships. 

The American forces have captured 
since September, 18 cannon, 1,800 rifles, 
thousamds of bolos and 90,000 cartridges. 
Besides this, 700 rifles have been surren- 


dered. 
The orders of insurgent officers will no 


longer be considered to mitigate crimes.

Such sentiments put into force thirty- 
five years ago would have had the ef- 
fect of obviating the years of vexation 
and injustice which have intervened. 
If.the people of that section, recogniz- 
ing the fact that the war was one be- 
tween organized states, each acting 
within its powers, and that the end of 
it was the end indeed, welcoming the 
seceding states back into their old 
places, a greater degree of progress and 
fraternity would have followed. The

Porto Rico’s Lesson. 

One of the results of “benevolent as- 
similation” has just been furnished by 
our jaunty little sister, Porto Rico. 

Governor Allen has had a sort of¢ 
general assembly on his hands for sixty 
days. The body was distinguished for 
careful attention to work and finished 
up the business on the table on the 
last day without the expedient of turn- 


.ing back the clock—an improvement 


upon ‘the usual American legislation. 
It provided for jury trials, the support 
of schools and other public duties, 
winding up with a tax bill. 

Right here is where the ‘Porto Rican 
kicked. He was willing to take every- 
thing in sight, but when it came to a 
demand for taxes his patience was ex- 
hausted. The American revolutionist 
objected to paying a stamp tax, but 
was perfectly willing to pay his local 
tax. More wideawake, the Porto Rican 
proposes to pay neither. A mass meet- 
ing of merchants in San Juan has pro- 
tested against the payment of taxes, 
and a committee has been named to go 
to Washington and have the act of the 
local legislature vetoed. Commenting 
on which, The Philadelphia Times ob- 
serves that ‘“‘the Porto Ricans have not 
explained how they expect to maintain 
a government without paying taxes, 
but it is a pity their readiness to pro- 
test against oppressive or unnecessary 
taxation is not contagious, and that our 
own people have not been exposed to 
the infection. We pay federal war 
taxes in time of peace, state taxes for 
fat contract jobs and unnecessary of- 
ficials and municipal taxes to be squan- 
dered in al] sorts of ways to little pur- 
pose. And we-don’t kick or protest at 
all. The Porto Ricans, with a few 
short months of experience in govern- 
ing themselves, have shown a greater 
fitness for self-government than we 
after more than a century of boasted 
freedom if readiness to protest against 
taxation can be accepted as evidence.” 

We have a great many things to 
learn as we go along. 


Hon. Albert. D. Shaw. 

The sudden death of Hon. Albert D. 
Shaw will be heard with regret in At- 
lanta, where he made many friends 
during his several visits. 

Mr. Shaw, as commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, held a 
peculiar attitude. He came into the 
office full of the narrowness of those 
who can see but-one side of a ques- 
tion, but he speedily broadened out, 
and took an exceedingly liberal posi- 
tion, though upon one occasion in re- 
ferring to southern text books he com- 
mitted the mistake of holding that a 
people should give up the traditions of 


| their fathers. It was a mistake grow- 


viously enjoyed. Nevertheless, he ac- 
knowledged the fact that service in the 
| War was a matter of location, the vol- 
unteer in Georgia being as maturaily a 
confederate as his brother in New York 
was a federal. This being the case 
there was equal loyalty to principle, as 
presented itself, and no ground ex- 
ists upon which either one can be im- 
pugned. 

On the whole, Mr. Shaw made a fa- 
vorable impression in the south, where 
his effort to be fair was recognized, 
which knowledge led to an overlooking 
of his inherited prejudices. With the 
passing 4way of the principals to the 
great interstate conflict, their descend- 
ants, freed from personal. antagonisms, 
can better award to all that meed of 
praise which belongs to them. 

Mr. Shaw was brave, but impulsive, 
and impulsive men are generally gov- 
erned by the heart. 


Senator Tillman’s Vehemence. 

' There are times when emphatic lan- 
guage forces itself to the front, despite 
the most pleasant of faces, and it is 
not strange that Senator Tillman 
should have been equal to one of them. 
The senator had sat and voted for 
one private pension bill after another 
until he got weary answering “Aye.”

DEATH OF VERY OLD NEGRESS 


Aunt Miley Gordon Was Born in 
1811, and Lived in Atlanta Be- 
fore tHe Railroad Came. 

The oldest ne@ro woman in Atlanta, 

Miley Gordon, died at the home of her 
daughter, 152 Clarke street, Sunday. Miley 
was born in 1811 and had been a resident 
of Atlanta since the first two log cabms 
were built on the present site of the city. 
She was the servant of Dr. Thompson 
when Atlanta was known as Marthasville 
and cooked the first meal for the.crew of 
the first railroad train that ever steamed 
into Atlanta. After the marriage of Dr. 

Mrs. Dick Peters, 
Miley became her servant and was willed 
to her by her father upon his death. — 
_ Miley was a kind-hearted soul, faithful 
as a worker,.a pastmaster of old-time 
cookery and extremely religious. Her last

Made First Announcement. 


TWO. MONEY LENDERS TALK 


Both Had Long Lists of ‘Patrolmen 
in Their Debt. 


A SPECIAL COMMITTEE WILL MEET 


Jones ani Knight, Representing Cor- 
porations, Insiste@ on Protection. 
Talks Started Sensation. 


The special. feature of the board ef po- 
lice commissioners’ mecting last night was 
the announcement of Commissioner Pat- 
terson that he would not vote for the re- 
election or retention on the force of any 
man who would not pay his debts. This 
expression of opinion. on-the part of Mr. 
Patterson was readily concurred. in by 
Mr. Johnson and the other members. 

Coming as it does just before the reg- 
ular annual election of the members of 
the force, and at a time when two gentle- 
men representing different loan companies 
appeared before the board with long lists 
of debtors and made speeches regarding 
them, the announcement is a very signif- 
icant one. It is one that will cause a 
sensation among a number of the patrol- 
men who are indebt2d itn considerable 
sums. 


The cause of the statement made by 
Mr. Patterson was a discussion following 
the talks of Mr, R. H. Jones, of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company, of Wilmington, Del., 
formerly the Atlanta Loan and Invest- 
ment Company, and Mr. R. C. Knight, of 
the Delaware Mortgage Company, of At- 


lanta. These gentlemen appeared before 
the commissioners with long lists of debt- 
ors who had borrowed various sums cf 
money, but failed to repay the éompanies, 
although some of them had been ordered 
to do so. The statement of Mr. Patterson 
was as follows: 

“Gentlemen, I will not vote for any man 
to be retained on the police force or be 
re-elected to a position thereon who has 
a number of debts against him all around 
the city. The gentlemen here tonighf"rep- 
resent companies or corporations where 
their money is put in notes, and they 
should be protected from people who try 
to beat them. And I say positively I will 
not vote for any man who has a pile of 
debts on his shoulders.”’ 

This statement was concurred in by 
Commissioner Johnson, in ari outspoken 


Statement of the same character, and 
other members seemed to be inclined to 
view the matter in the same light. 

It was stated that the number of po- 
licemen who did extensive borrowing was 
large, and that their ways of acting was 
fast ruining the general credit of the en- 
tire force and thoroughly demoralizing it. 
One man stated he had appeared before 
the commissioners at the request of of- 
ficers who wished to borrow money—hon- 
est men who always paid any debt in- 
curred—but who found it almost impossi- 
ble to do so on account of the effect the 
men failing to pay had caused. 

Officers Are Exonerated. 


At the meeting of the board last night 
the charge of oonduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman was gone into 
in the cases of Detective John Harris 
and Patrolman H. E. Drasbach, both of 
whom were exonerated. 

Mayor Mims and Captain English were 
absent from the meeting, on which ac- 
count the resolution recently offered by 
Mr. Patterson with the object in view of 
establishing a system of civil service for 
the patrolmen, was not taken from the 
table for discussion. Mr. Patterson re- 
quested that the resolution remain tabled 


be had, which he trusted would be soon. 

The first matter before the board was 
the charge against Detective John Har- 
ris. Formal charges had not been pre- 
ferred against the officer, but he waived 
them and announced ready for trial. The 
officer was charged with shooting a dog 
under circumstances unnecessary for such 
action. The prosecutors were Mr. and 
Mrs. P. W. Bunton and Mr. and Mrs. 
B. R. Cloud. They were represented by 
Attorney W. E. Ormiond. 

In executive session the board dis- 
missed the charges, with but little dis- 
cussion, as the record of the officer, com- 
bined with the circumstances of the shoot- 
ing hardly seemed to demand any repri- 
mand. 

Patrolman H. E. Drasbach was charged 
with assaulting a prisoner in the court- 
room of the recorder on the 30tn of the 
month, in violation of rule No. 119. Mr. 
Drasbach’ admitted the charges, but sald 
he meant no offense to the officers of the 
court. He stated his honor had been in- 
sulted and he thought his family would 
be disgraced unless he avenged the in- 
sult. Reco>rder Broyles stated he had 
fined Mr. Drasbach for contempt of court, 
which fine had been paid. 

Mr. Jones then moved that the charges 
be dismissed. This motion was passed 
unanimously.

Representative Moore, of Carroll coun- 
ty, was at the capitol yesterday and spent 
some time én the office of tha prison com- 
mission discussing the case of W. J. Hill. 
who is serving a life sentence in the peni- 
tentiary for the homiéidd ‘of Perkins, in 
Carroll county, about eleven years ago. 
Hili’s friends in that section have been 
actively at work for.some time past in the 
tirort to secure him a pardon and all sorts 
of influences have been brought to bear. 
The pardon board has had the case up 
several times, but has never passed upon 
it definitely. Mr. Moore will endeavor to 
have the commission take the case up 
again today, when he will go before it, 
and he feels he will make a strong show- 
ing for Hill. The case was quite a famous 
one, Many who strongly condemned Hi!l, it 
is stated, now think he has been punished 
sufficiently and are willing to recommend 
that he be pardoned. 


‘“There ought to be some law by which 
we could. have more latitude in dealing 
with cases like that of Dolly Pritchett,” 
said a member of the prison commission 
yesterday. He was speaking with refer- 
ence to the application for clemency for 
the girl made by Mrs, M. E. Horne, 
whose jntention was to send her to the 
Home of the Good Shepherd at George- 
town, D, C. This application has never 
been acted upon by the commission.

Cabaniss and adopted by the public meet- 
ing of citizens the other day. When the 
meeting -was held nearly $6,000 was vol- 
unteered in fifteen minutes by those pres- 
ent, 


The buildings, it is understood, will cost 
$12,500. Their purchase will insure the 
holding of the Interstate fair annually 
for five years without the citigens being 
called upon to pay one cent toward keep- 
ing up the fairs. The fair association will 
keep the buildings in complete repair for 
that period of fime and will keep up the 
insurance, 

The purposes of the movement inaugu- 
rated to purchase the buildings at Pied- 
mont park are explained in the Cabaniss 
resolution, which is us follows:

APPEALS TO COMMITTE 


He and the Three City Tax Asses- 
sors Go~ Before the Tax Com- 
mittee, Which Decides It 
Has No Jurisdiction in 
the Matter. 


The existence of a clash between the 
city mgrshal’s office and that of the city 
tax assessors was unearthed yesterday 
afternocn during the meeting of the tax 
committee of .council. 

City Marshal Riley appeared before the 
comfhittee to ask that authority be given 
him to swear off taxes of defaulters who 
had been required to call at his office to 
make returns, 

His~ contention was that the ‘eity tax 
assessors had no system about assessing 
defaulters and that the blame all fell 
on the tharhal’s office. He stated that 
the names of defaulters were taken from 
the city directory and the assessors put 
amounts: on the fi. fas. in their discretion. 
He said this plan worked an unnecessary 
hardship on his office. : 

City Tax Assessors J. L. Harrison, C. 
D. Meador and J. H. Ewing appeared be- 
fore the committee to explain their posi- 
tion/in the matter. Mr. Meador stated 
that the assessors used every effort to 
keep matters straight in their office and 
he thought they had succeeded. 

“When we come across the names on 
fi. fas,’’ said. he, ‘‘we of course do not 
always know for what amount of real 
or personal property a man is liable. 
He may not be liable for more than $1 
and he may be liable for $100. Suppose 
he is Hable for $100 and we chatfge him 
up as being liable for only $5? Why, he 
comes down here, pays his fi. fa. and the 
city is out the difference of what he 
should have paid. On the other hand 
if he is only liable for $1 and we charge 
him with $100 he immediately comes down 
here and under oath makes his returns, 

“He is willing.to pay what he owes tc- 
gether with the costs and in that way 
we are enabled to get at his true stand- 
ing. It is impossible for us to know ex- 
actly what any man is worth. He may 
be liable for $100,000 worth of taxes, but 
if he comes here and swears that he only 
owes on $10,000, the law says we are 
bound to take his figures, given under 
oath, unless we have positive proof that 
he should pay more.”’ 

Explain to Committee. 

Marshal Riley said that several days 
ago a crippled man came to his office 
with a fi. fa. for back taxes. He stated 
he took this man to the assessors’ office 
and he gave in only $15 worth of furni- 
ture together with street tax. Shortly 
afterward, so the marshal stated, an- 


other man called at the office who every - 


one knows was liable for persopality, but 
only gave in street tax. 

Mr. Meador replied that in the first in- 
stance the mai who gave in on $15 worth 
of furniture did so voluntarily and that, 
as a swofn officer of the city, he was 
bound to take the man’s word, even when 
he knew the citizen was doubtless hard- 
ly able to pay any taxes. In the second 
instance, said he, the other man gave 
under oath and the law required that he 
should accept that statement. 

Assessor Harrison admitted that there 
was a conflict between the two cffices, 
and said he could not understand why it 
should exist. He sated that all the men 
in his office had done the same work that 
was done each year and in the same 
manner. 

“The very nature of the work,” said 
he, ‘“‘causes more or less frittion between 
the public and the offices, but this state 
of affairs will exist as long as there are 
defaulters and the city endeavors to col- 
lect from them what is. due as taxes,’’ 

‘‘T am here in the interest of the city,” 
said Assessor Ewing, ‘‘and it is my de- 
sire to have the city get all the money 
it can. If I am given the guthority to 
take & defaulter’s returns this can be 
done when such persons call at the mar- 
shal’s office and the city will be the 
gainer. No time will be lost and our 
office wil not be subjected to the ill-will 
of those who resent the effort to make 
them pay the amount appearing on the 
fi. fas. issued against them.”’ 

Several members of the committe were 
in favor of giving to the city marshal the 
authority he had asked, but after con- 
sultation with the agsistant city attorney 
it was found that the committee had no 
jurisdiction in the matter.

WANT THE LAW ENFORCED 


Ministers Have Been Communicat- 
ing with Postmaster General 
Relative to Closing the 
Atlanta Office on 
Sunday.

Active steps are to be taken by the City 
Pastors’ Association to secure indict- 
ments against all of the merchants in 
Atianta who -sell tobacco, cigars, soda 
water and like articles on Sunday. Such 
a movement has already been inaugurated 
and will be presented fo the ministers by 
the committee of the Association on Sab- 
bath Desecration. 

Dr. A, R. Holderby, chairman of this 
committee, states that every effort will be 
used to put a period to the unnecessary 
Sunday business, and he says that the 
eommittee will go before the grand jury 
and have every dealer indicted who deals 
in the above named articles on the Sab- 
bath. This step wiJl probably be taken 
just as soon as the association acts on the 
matter. 

The ministers claim that these dealers 
are violating a state law and say they 
have no right, whatever, to keep their 
places of business open on Sunday. The 
association will enter into the crusade 
against the Sunday law-breakers with 
determination and will spare no effort to 
close every place of business in the city 
on the Sabbath, with the excention of 
those alone which are necessary. 

The following is the law which it is 
claimed is being violated and which 
serves as the basis‘for the pfoposed cru- 
sade: 


Section 422—Volume 8 of the criminal 
code: “Any person who shall pursue 
his business, or the work of his ordi- 
nary calling, on the Lord’s day, works 
of necessity or charity only excepted, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


The penalty for a conviction of this of- 
fense is the same as in al] misdemeanors— 
a fine of not more than $1,000, imprison- 
ment in the county jail not more than six 
months, or imprisonment on the county 
chaingang not longer than twelve months, 
either or all in, the discretion of the court, 

Dr. A. RB; Holderby Talks. 

In gpeaking of the matter Dr. Holderby 
said:- 

‘These merchants “who are selling to- 
bacco, cigars, soda water and other such 
articles on the Sabbath are violating the 
law and the practice should be stopped. 
The sale of those articles,.is not at all 
necessary. Yet they are rermitted to be 
sold on Sunday,..while. a bakery, which 
does produce an article of necessity, is not 
allowed to open on the Sabbath. If busi- 
ness must be transacted on Sunday it is 
much better to allow”bakeries to remain 
open and sell bread. 

‘We have the law on our side and we 
intend to push this fight. We will ‘go be- 
fore the grand jury and ask that they 
stop this violation of the Sunday law. It 
is nothing but right that the law should 
be enforced in this respect, as well as in 
all other ways.” : 

May Close Postoffice. 

The committee on Sabbath desecration 
will also begin a movement at the next 
regular mepting of the Pastors’ Associa- 
tion to close the postoffice on Sunday. The 
members of the committee have already 
had the matter under consideration and 
they intend to use every effort possible 


in this direction. 

Dr. Holdgrby, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, communicated with Postmaster 
General Smith and he has received a re- 
ply from that official stating that if a ma- 
jority of the business men of the city will 
agree to the proposition he will immedi- 
ately issue an’ order closing the Atlanta 
postoffice on Sunday. A number of the 
business men have been approached on 
the subject and it is stated that there is 
considerable opposition to the plan. 

Dr. Holderby was also questioned in 
reference to this matter and said: 

“There is no necessity for the postoffice 
to remain open on Sunday and the em- 
ployees should be given one day of rest. 
In England a letter cannot be obtained 
from the postoffice on Sunday at any 
price and if a great city ‘like London can 
do without mail on the Sabbath it seems 
that Atlanta could do without mail for 
one day.; This law prevails throughout

Fourth Ward Citizens Appear for For- 
rest Avenue Grant. 


MRS. H. B. WEY: SPEAKS 


Council Chamber Crowded with Men 
and Women During Gearing. 


SEVERAL  SPEECWES WERE MADE 


Statement Was Made That Mr. At- 
kinson Would Not Build Line 
Under a 21-Year Franchise. 


Fourth ward citizens appeared in the 
council chamber yesterday morning to 
urge that the mayor approve the fran- 
chise recently granted to the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company on Forrest ave- 
nue, from Peachtree to Jackson, by both 
branches of council. 

Every chair in the room was occupied 
and many people were compelled to stand 
throughout the entire hearing, which oc- 
cupied several hours. A feature of the 
occasion was the speaking of Mrs. H. B. 
Wey. Many ladies were present. 

About 9:30 o'clock the ladies, their hus- 
bands, brothers and sons began to arrive 
at the city hall. The first to come were 
accommodated with cnairs, but before the 
hour for the meeting all the available 
seats had been exhausted, and those who 
came later were compelled to stand. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock Mayor Mims took 
the mayor’s chair on the platform and an- 
nounced the meeting open. He made 4 
few brief remarks anent the occasion and 
stated he should be pleased to hear from 
al] who had anything to say about the 
franchise, 

Colonel W. 8S. Thomson explained that 
the fourth ward committee of citizens had 
selected Dr. Henry L. Wilson as the first 
speaker. The mayor said he would be 
glad to hear from that gentleman, and 
Dr. Wilson came forward so that he stood 
directly in front of the mayor’s desk. 

' Dr. Wileon) First Speaker. 

Dr. Wilson had prepared his speech and 
read it from a note book. He said among 
other things that the fourth ward had 
been without street car facilities for years 
and that the citizens of that. section of 
the city were especially anxioug that the 
Alanta Rapid Transit Company be permit- 
ted to lay its tracks on Forrest avenue 
from Peachtree street to Jackson street 
as soon as possible. 


He declared that the Atlanta Railway. 


and Power Company could not take that 
franchise, as to do so would be to come 
under the Pope oniinance of 1899. He said 
the Rapid Transit Company was willing 
to come under that ordinance. Dr. Wil- 
son stated that the Transit company had 
made no special effort to get this fran- 
chise, but had appeared willing to accept 
the grant at the earrést solititation of 
citizens of the fourth ward, 

Dr. R. D. Spalding was the next speak- 
er. He responded in reply to a request 
of Colonel Thomson and others. He said 
he was not a resident of that section of 
the city, but was a property owner. He 
said the people of the fourth ward needed 
the line, and it shou!d be granted to them. 
He was also warmly applauded. 

BH. G. Willingham, representing a com- 
mittee of the Jackson Hill Baptist church, 
also had a few remarks to make along 
the same line. He said Mr. Hurt had 
done much for the upbuilding of Atlanta 
and that Mr. Atkinson would do the same 
if given a chance. He thought the sec- 
tion of the city where be lived wanted a 
line on Forrest avenue. 

Colonel Thomson next announced that 
the fourth ward committee had selected 
B® H. Frazer to represent that commit- 
tee. While speaking Mr. Frazer referred 
to the fact that the mayor had issued a 
call for a special meeting of council to 
give the power company more time in 
which to complete its Washington street 
extension when that work had been held 
up by order of court. 

Mayor Makes Explanation. 

The mayor interrupted long enough to 
explain that the franchise had eady 
been granted and that an extenMfon of 
time was given because the company 
could not proceed in direct opposition to 
the order of the court. He said that in 
making this explanation he did not wish 
to get up a controversy, but only sought 
to correct any misunderstanding that 
might exist. | 

When Mr. Frazer concluded Colonel 
Thomson then introduced Mrs, Wey. She 
presented her argument in an interesting 
manner and was frequently interrupted 
by: app’ause. She said she appeared in the 
interest of the women and children of 
the fourth ward to urge the approyal of 
the grant to the Rapid Transit company. 

About this time the mayor stated that 
he concluded from the vast assemblage 
that there was a large patronage await- 
ing the line. “It seems to the chair,”’ 
sald he, “that something should be done 
for the city. ‘Thousands of people will 
use this line and it stems to the chair that 
the city should get something for a line 
that will prove to be so lucrative. 

“An appeal should be made, it seems to 
me, to those who are to build this line to 
see if they will accept a franchise of a 
shorter term. The term of the franchise 
is the matter to be considered. I want 
you people to have the street car and to 

ave better facilities out there. What ef- 
fort has been made to induce the Atlanta 
Rap‘d Transit Company to accept a twen- 
ty-one year franchise?”’ 

Colonel Thomson stated that he had 
ascertained that Mr. Atkinson had made 
an open mortgage on all his lines, not only 
covering those he now owns, but also 
those that he might secure in the future 
and had issued eng 4 year bonds. Colonel 
Thomson said he thought Mr. Atkinson 
could not accept the franchise for twenty- 
one years. Charles T. Hopkins, chair- 
man of the fourth ward committee, aiso 
stated that Mr. Atkinson would not be 
willing to build und@ any franchise less 
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Alderman Johnson To Fraine 
Such an Ordinance, 


CITY WOULD GET $20,000 


Ordinance Committee Will Ask Po- 
lice Board To Prevent Cruel 
Treatment to Horses 
and Mules in the 
City, 


At the next meeting of council Mayor 
Pro Tem. Harvey Johnson is expected to 
introduce an ordinance requiring street 
car companies in Atlanta to pay a mileage 
tax to the city. 

During the meeting of the ordinance 
committee of council yesterday he out- 
lined his plans for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of the committee, and was requeste 
to get his ordinance in shape to be con- 
sidered by the committee at an adjourne1 
meeting to be held on Friday afternoon. 

It is Mr. Johnson’s intention to frame 
an ordinance that ‘will require a tax of 
from $200 to $300 per mile for the tracks 
of each company. Such a plan, he thinks. 
would not show favor to either company, 
and would give the citv an annual rev- 
enue of from $20,000 to $25,000. He figures 
that this would be about 3 per cent of the 
gross receipts of the companies. 

Councilman Grady, it may be remém- 
bered, introduced a’ somewhat similar 
ordinance last year. That ordinance is 
now in the bends of the ordinance com- 
mittee, but Mr. Grady stated yesterdav 
he was willing to accept Mr. Johnson’s 
ordinance as a substitute. 

Mr. Johnson, while explaining the pur- 
poses of his ordinance, stated that a sim- 
ilar one had been adopted in Savaunah. 
and had been sustained by the courts. He 
said that ir Savannah it had been sought 
to tax the street car companics $100 per 
mile for trackage. 

This particular case was appealed to the 
United States supreme court last fall. 
Ccuncilman Hill, a member of the com- 
mittee, thought it would be a good idea 
to wait and see what disposition the fed- 
eral supreme court makes of the matter 
before framing an ordinance in Atlanta, 
which, he said, would certainly be fought 
by both companies. 

“The contention made by the Savannah 
people,” said he, ‘‘was in regard to tHe 
charter of that city. It was held that the 
charter would permit the city council to 
put in operation just such an ordinance. 
Would our charter enable us to pass the 
ordinance as proposed by Mr. Johnson?’ 

Alderman Johnson stated that the 
legislature could be appealed to to amend 
the city’s charter so that council could 
have the authority to pass such an or- 
dinance and fight the matter in the courts 
if need be. 

“We ‘naye all -been wahting to make 
the street car companies pay the city 
scrrething for the franchises that have 
been granted to them for nothing,” said 
he, “and this is a way of accomplishing 
that end. It is perfectly fair to both. If 
they go to court, we should have them to- 
gcther for once.” 

Routine of the Meeting. 

It was expected that Councilman Bar- 
rett would be present at the meeting of 
the ordinance committee yesterday after- 
noon, especially to have something to say 
concerning certain ordinances he had in- 
troduced, and which had been referred to 
the committee for consideration and re- 
port. 

Because of his absence, these particular 
ordinances were held up until the next 
meeting of the committee, which will take 
place on Friday afternoan. In regard to 
Mr. Barrett’s ordinance’ requiring that 
white men only be employed as janitors 
in the public schools, members of the 
committee were of the opinion that the 
paper should be referred to the board of 
education. 

Councilman Lewis’s ordinance requiring 
a night watchman at the city hall wus 
also held up on account of Mr. Lewis's 
absence from the meeting. Alderman 
Pierce’s ordinance concerning a force of 
humane police to prevent cruelty to 
horses and mules in the city was als» 
taken up. 

Committeemen were in favor of refer- 
ring this ordinance to the board of poiice 
commissioners, and then it was consider- 
ed best to have the chairman draft a 
paper requiring that the police depart- 
ment rigidly enforce all ordinances cover- 
ing tne saime :natter. 

Chairman Kontz will probably draw up 
such a paper this week and read ‘t before 
the members of his committee on Friday, 
before transmitting it to the board of po- 
lice commissioners to be acted upon. 
While ‘the meeting was in progress Mayor 
Mims dropped in and took occasion to say 
that he ‘vas heartily in favor of a force 
of humane police. He stated that the city 


authorities should do all in their power to 
prevent cruelty to animals of a}! kinds.

Greater Part of Day’s Business in 


Standard Railroad Stocks Done 
Below Saturday’s Level. 
Strong Rally in Un- 
ion Pacific, 


New York, February !!.—There was a very 
noticeable decline in the volume of dealings 
in the stock market today and the most active 
stocks were those under pressure, with the ex- 
ception of Union Pacific, which was bought 
with persistency on a rising scale. The mar- 
ket was again characterized by the wide 
movement in a very large number of unim- 
portant stocks which are seldom prominent in 
the dealings and which sometimes do not ap- 
pear in the record of transactions for weeks 
at a time, In this class some of those recent- 
ly brought forward into prominence continued 
active at further advances, while others met 
profit king and again turned back, Among 
those néwly active were Des Moines and Fort 
Dodge, which rose 3%; Pere Marquet 2%; Wis- 
consin Central 1%; do preferred 3%; Mexican 
National %, and Mobile and Ohio 1%. Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois was conspicuous for a 
violent rise of 6%, the preferred stock rising 
4 and rallying. Evansville and Terre Haute 
2% after a decline of a point. Stocks in 
this class were only prominent, however, rela- 
tively speaking, by contrast with their usual 
obscurity. The movement in the general liat 
Was extremely confused all day, and the 
greater part of the day’s business in the stani- 
ard railroad stocks was done below Saturday's 
level. London sent lower prices for the in- 
ternationals to start with, and there wa» evince 


‘very heavy selling of Atchison and at one time 


also of Union Pacific. A strong rally ia the 
latter stock and an advance in Atchison to 
57 brought the market generally to the best 
of the day. Union Pacific was lifted 2 points 
over Saturday and the preferred 1%. Penn- 
sylvania was the only other active trading 
stock among the standard railroads that rose 
as much as a point over Saturday, and in 
fact no railroad stock of importance fell as 
much as a point below Saturday at any 
time, thus indicating the general sluggishness 
of the market. The specialties did better, 
Sugar rising at one time 2 points and People’s 
Gas 2%, the latter on the good financial show- 
ing made in the annual report, Pacific Mail 
rose 2% and International Paper 2%. Western 
Union was advanced |% on dealings attributed 
to a pool, The steel stocks shared in the 
sluggishness of the general Market and only 
the preferred stocks of any of the companies 
sold as much as a point above Saturday. They 
were, as a rule, however, firmly held. Spec- 
ulation, having accepted the reported merger 
as a fact, now waits on an authoritative an- 
nouncement of the financial terms of the deal 
for a further judgment of the benefits, The 
speculative enthusiasm over the advantages of 
the proposed deal has come to be somewhat 
tempered with the conviction that the steel 
trade would be much worse off failing the 
deal than it has been, A rather disagreeable 
impression to speculators on the steel deal 
was created by today’s slump in the smelting 
stocks, offering an example of the possibility 
of obstacies to great consolidation plans, even 
when far advanced toward completion, and 
of the demoralizing effect on prices of a hitch 
in the plan. Smelting common fell an ex- 
treme 5% under very heavy offerings and the 
preferred 4. The rallies were fitful and fever- 
ish, the common stock closing with a net loss 
of 4%. The money market condition disclosed 
by Saturday’s bank statement had a repressing 
influence, which was aggravated by the sub- 
treasury’s large subtraction from the market 
on account of Saturday’s Central Pacific pay- 
ment to start the week with. The hardening 
of the London market again turned exchange 
in all the great centers, including New York, 
in favor of London. The failure of the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany to reduce the dis- 
count rate was obviously due to the fear that 
London would draw gold, and the Berlin aid- 
vices to the Associated Press reporting that 
London exchange there is in demand on Amer- 
ican account indicates that gold may go from 
New York again on the triangular operation.

‘CORN'S STRENGT 


AD TO WHEAT 


Was Responsible for a Sharp 
hirance in That Cereal 


‘Close Was Strong—Corn Was Active 
and Strong from Start to Fin- 
_ ish—€peculative Interest 
Was Keen—Oats Sym- 
pathized with Corn. 


Chicako, February !!.—Corn exerted its in- 
fluence over the wheat market today and 
was chiefly responsible for the sharp advance 
in the latter, May wheat closing “sc higher. 
Nearly all the corn news was bullish and that 
market closed %4@%c over Saturday, Oats 
advanced %c in sympathy. Provisions showed 
a firm finish unchanged to 1!0c higher. 

Saturday’s strenuous and confident bears, 
relying on calculations “of bearish statistics 
with which to begin anew a profitable week, 
were today driven to cover, The statistical 
reports forecasted Saturday proved accurate, 
but instead of finding a yielding market on 
which to secure profits shorts were confronted 
by a very stiff market with the opening price 
of the May option unchanged at 74%@74%c. 
The market had been sold to a standstill, and 
the rush to cover approached a stampede 
which, despite more liberal offerings from 
longs on the rise, carried May to 75%c during 
the first hour. There was a moderate commis- 
sion house demand. and some buying by: pro- 
fessionals who thought the long side a profit- 
able place for investment. The chief factor 
in overcoming the bearishness of the stat's- 
tics was the strength early developed in the 
corn market, although a reported reduction 
in the estimate of Argentina’s exportable sur- 
Plus, steadiness in the Liverpool market and 
the moderation of northwest reqgipts were con- 
tributary aids. Heavy clearances and a de- 
crease in the visible were influential addi- 
tions to the day’s bullish considerations which 
resulted in a further advance during the 
afternoon to 75%c. This bulge near the end 
of the session invited realizing by longs, under 
which a reaction to 75% took place, but the 
close was strong, May %c higher at 75%@ 
75%c. <A feature was the relative weakness 
of July wheat, which was persistently dumped 
on the market in liberal quantities by one or 
two commission houses till the price was at 
one time I%c under May. The cash trade was 
not consequential, exporters reporting but [8 
loads taken at the seaboard, while no exten- 
sive business was claimed for this market. 
Seaboard clearances in wheat and flour were 
equal to 1,012.000 bushels since Saturday. 
Primary receipts aggregated 727,000 bushels. 
The crowd was somewhat embarrassed in gaux- 
ing the importance of the receipts, the cor- 
responding day a year ago having been a 
holiday, Minneapolis and Duluth reported 
626 cars, against 924 last year. Local re- 
ceipts were 4! cars, 3 of contract grade, The 
world’s visible showed a decrease of |,273,- 
000 bushels. World’s shipments, according 
to board of trade figures, were 8,800,000 bush- 
els, while the amount on passage increased 
3,014,000 bushels, 

Corn was active and strong from start to 
finish, Speculative interest was keen, the 
volume of business heavy and prices above 
previous high records for the crop. There 
was a good cash demand, which formed the 
basis of the market's strength. ‘The’ opening 
was Ye higher for May at 39%@39%c, with 
commission houses actively engaged on both 
sides of the market. At this time recognized 
bull leaders were not in the. market, but 
they came in later as open buyers. . Minneap- 
olis reported an active demand for corn to 
go north, while the seaboard was an influ- 
ential purchaser here. Shorts who had sold 
under 39c were compelled to cover at a loss, 
There was considerable changing from May 
to July at %e difference, The combined buy- 
ing pressure forced May sharply up to 39%c 
during the forenoon. At this price the mar- 
ket closed %@%c improved from Saturday. 
Local receipts were 273 cars. Exporters re- 
ported 40- loads, 

There was little business transacted in the 
oats market, the most important deal of the 
day being the purchase of 200,000 bushels of 
May \by one operator. The undertone was firm 
in sympathy with wheat and corn and on 
the good cash demand, Receipts were 257 
cars. May sold between 254%@25%c and closed 
\%e higher at 25%c., 

Provisions were a moderately active market, 
while prices were sustained by the reflected 
strength of grain and hog markets, The 
cash demand was said jto be good, and brok- 
ers were buying futures, presumably for 
packers against cash sales. Aside from the 
purchase of 3,000 tierces of lard by an ex- 
porting concern, and the absorption of 4,000 
barrels of pork by a local houge, the trade 
was not conspicuous. May pork \sold between 
Gi.7'6@14.12%, and closed Oc higher at

Out Regulations. 
NEW WORK ON THE SUBJECT 


Book is by Colonel Cann, Inspector 
General of Rifle Practice. 


GREAT INTEREST ($ BEING SHOWN 


Georgia’s List of Sharpshooters and 
Marksmen Rapidly 
Increasing. 


AAjutant General J. W. Robertson 1s 
making early preparation for the shoot- 
ing season among the state militia. He 
is just now sending out to all the com- 
manding officers in the state copies of 
the small arms firing regulations pre- 
pared by Colonel George T. Cann, inepec- 
tor general of rifle practice, and within 
the next week a copy will be placed in 
the hands of every member of the volun- 
teer troops of the state. 

As the shooting season does not begin 
until April ist, the militiamen wil! have 
ample time to familiarize themselves with 
the firing regulations, and they can also 
get in a certaig amount of practice that 
will be valuable to them when they go 
on the ranges. The shooting season runs 
from April Ist to August 3ist, but some- 
times it is extended for a month, as was 
the case last year; on account of the 
rifle contests held on the Avondale range 
at Savannah. 

The small arms firing regulations that 
are being sent out to the troops now 
are presented in condensed shape so that 
a knowledge of them can be easily ac- 
quired. Colonel Cann prepared these reg- 
ulations from Blount’s voluminous work, 
and has condensed all the important feat- 
ures into a small pamphlet of thirty 
pages, included in which are several cuts 
illustrating the correct positions in fir- 
ing at the different ranges, which are 
taken from the government regulations. 
Adjutant General] Robertson has already 


supplied the regimental field and staff" 


officers with these books, and he now 
sending forty copies of it, together with 
three copies of the report of’ General 
Phill G. Byrd as. adjutant.general, .to 
the commanc6éig offier of each: company. 
The firing regulations will be thus dis- 
tributed to alt of ‘the militiamen of the 
state. 

Georgia m 1900 had. 121 sharpshooters 
among the state militiamen, of whom 
fifty-one were distinguished, having made 
a record of 145 or above, the record for a 
sharpshooter being 120. The list of marks- 
men numbered forty-six. The number is 
being increased next year and the object 
is to make the best showing this year 
in the history of the state militia. More 
attention is being 4evoted to target prac- 
tice every year, and the troops are tak- 
ing much more interest in it than was 
formerly the case. 

Assistant Adjutant General Phill G. 
Byrd has offered a gold medal this year 
for the man making the. highest score 
as a sharpshooter who has never gquali- 
fied in that class before. This medal will 
be shot for annually. 

it is the intention to keep up the an- 
nual rifle contests among the Georgia 
troops on the Avondale range, and to 
make thém of greater magnitude and 
importance each year. Colonel Cann has 
suggested thr: the five best shots in 
each company, as shown by the season's 
practice, be sent as a team from such 
company to the annual contest on the 
Avondale range. For the last two years 
the state has paid the actual expenses 
of the troops going there to enter these 
contests, and it is understood the same 
will be done this year.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 
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Everybody knows Colonel Litt Blood- 
the night clerk at the Kimball. 
Over six feet in height and well propor- 
tioned, clean shaven, save for a moustache 
trimmed in military style, he would look 
more at home at the head of a regiment of 
Grenadiers than behind the counter of a 
hotel. 

Years ago the colonel! took considerable 
interest in military matters and was a 
member. of the Light Guards, a famous 
military company of Griffin. Arrayed in 
the brilliant uniform of the Light Guards, 
the colonel made an ideal looking soldier. 
It is a tradition at Griffin that. whenever 
the Light Guards drilled. atl the fair 
ones in the city turned out to feast their 
eyes on the stately form of the colonel. 

“Tt was in those days,” said a Griffin 
man vesterday, “that Litt Bloodworth was 
hated hy nearly all of the young fellows. 
He looked so handsome in the uniform 

f the Light Guards and bore himself 
in such knightlv style that, when he 
was about the girls had no eyes for any 
of the rest of us. The fair ones fluttered 
about the tall fellow just ‘like moths 
about a candle. I was engaged to my 
wife at the time and used to go with 
her to see the Light Guards drill, I re- 
member she used to give me many a 
jealous twinge by the praises she be- 
stowed on the stalwart Light Guards- 
man. 

“But Bloodworth’s fame in those days 
didn’t rest solely on his handsome ap- 
pearance when in uniform. It was as 42 
dancer that he was best known to the 
people of middle Georgia. You have 
doubtless heard the phrase ‘poetry of 
motion’ used in connection with dancing. 
Well, that phrase just describes the sort 
of dancing that Litt Bloodworth used to 
do. It was a never to be forgotten scene 
*o witness Bloodworth on the floor of a 
ballroom, Every fiber of his tall frame 
seemed to vibrate to the music and to 
translate it into motion. If the’-girls 
were charmed by his appearance in uni- 
form, they were delighted by his dancing. 
And he eould dance anything—from the 
most intricate waltz music to a break- 
down. played by a negro fiddler. And 
everything he danced he idealized, After 
seeing Bloodworth you never cared to 
see anyone else dance. His fame as a 
dancer spread so that I have known peo- 
ple to go miles just to see him on the 


, floor of a ballroom. 


“TIT remember once that the military 
companies of. Griffin, Forsyth and Barnes- 
ville met rat the latter place fow 
a picnic and drill to be followed by a 
grand ball at night. It was learned that 
Litt Bloodworth would be at the ball and 
people came for miles around on the 
chance of seeing him dance. The ball was 
given in a large hall with galleries, and 
it was literally jammed with people. The 
managers had intended a regulation ball, 
but those present didn’t want that sort 
of an affair. They had come to see 
Bloodworth dance. As soon’as the man- 
they went 
to Bloodworth dnd told him that the peo- 
ple wanted to see him dance, and him 
alone. Always obliging, Bloodworth con- 
sented, and for three hours he gave an 
exhibition of dancing that has never heen 
equalled. With a beautiful girl for part- 
ner he first gave the fancy dances and 
then, warming up, he danced everything 
that had ever been danced and also in- 
vented some new poems of motion. The 
hundreds of spectators stood with ‘mouths 
agape and eyes wide in wgnderment. The 
way that Bloodworth made his feet and 
form respond to music was a revelation. 
As a finale to that remarkable perform- 
ance Bloodworth cut the pigeon wingz, 
and the crowd went wild. They had seen 
pigeon wings cut before, but they. never 
saw one cut so artistically. 

“The people down there talk about the 
way Bloodworth danced that night even 
to this day. and if they knew he was 
at the Kimball some of them would come 
and make him\ dance here in the lobby 
of the hotel.”’ , 

“And he can dance yet,’’ put in Ed 
Calloway, who had been an interested 
if somewhat jealous, listene#. “I have 
seen Bloodworth dance occasionally and 
he has lost none of that suppleness and 
ability to translate’ music into motion for 
which he was famous years ago. The 
offty dance I have never seen him try 
it the skirt kind and Tf believe he could do 
that with a little practice.” 


“T wish I knew as many people as Com- 
missioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens,” 
said a gentleman at the Aragon yester- 
day. 

“I'll venture that he knows more peo- 
ple personally than any man in pubiic 
life in the state. That is one reason he 
won so easily when he made the race for 
commissioner and why he will always be 
a dangerous opponent. ‘ 

“T have known the commissioner for 
years and have often noticed that he has 
a habit when he meets a man of not onlv 
finding out. everything he can about the 
man personally, but also of acquiring 
knowledge about the man’s family. He 
always manages to learn whom the man 
married and who his mother was. 

“By pursuing this course, coupled with 
a remarkable memory, the commissioner 
has acquired a marvelous knowledge 6f 
people. And this knowledge stood him in 
good stead when'he opposed Colonel: Nes- 
bitt for commissioner. Stevens entered 
that’ race with a personal’ acqdaintance 
that” reached from” Nickajack):to Tybee 
and this acquaintance gave him-a lotg 
lead in the race at its’ very start. He 
knéw some men in every county and. he 
knew all about that man’s family and 


was able to address the man in an inti- 
mate sort of way that was mighty tak- 
ing. 

“I may be mistaken, but I believe the 
commissioner has a more valuable ac- 
quaintance than any man in public life 
in Georgia, It is good to know men, but 
it is better to know in addition who their 
wives and mothers were, and the commis- 
sioner has made it a point to know those 
things.”’ 


“That story In a recent issue of The 
Constitution about the military overcoat 
that shields the form of Hon. R. L. Ber- 
ner, of Forsyth, from the icy blasts of ' 
winter, reminds me of a good story they 
tell at Griffin in connection with Berner’s 
colonelcy during the Spanish-American 
war,” said a gentleman at the Kimball 
yesterday. 

“Berner, you know, is not a professional 
soldier. He is one of the volunteer kind 
who only seizes the sword when his 
country is in danger. Until the Spanish- 
American war he knew far more about 
leading voters in a charge on the fences 
of his political opponents than he did 
about putting a regiment through its 
evolutions. But Berner never shirks a 
duty, political or martial, and when the 
command of that regiment devdlved on 
him he made up his mind to drill it to 
the best of his ability. And drill it, he 
did. The boys say that the colonel had 
them in the field every da-~- and put them 
through evolutions that were far beyond 
anything that a West Pointer would have 
attempted. 

“The story I am going to tell has to 
do with one of the commands which Ber- 
ner gave soon after he assumed command. 
About 3 o’clock in the afternoon of a hot 
summer day, Berner ordered the regiment 
out for drill., After a few easy evolutions, 
Berner said to his second in command: 

‘***T am going to order orle more move- 
ment and then I shall turn the regiment 
over to you and go to my tent. I am not 
feeling well and want to take a nap. 
You must see that thé regiment carries 
out the command that [ give.’ 

“The subordinate promised: and Ber- 
ner shouted his command in those sonor- 
ous tones which have ‘won him fame on 
the hustings and marched off to his tent, 
where he was soon asleep. What hap- 
pened to that regiment in trying to exe- 
cute that order was a plenty—more than 
a plenty, the boys thought. They tell 
me that it was the militia drill so graph- 
ically described in Longstreet’s ‘Georgia 
Scenes’ over again. The regiment twisted 
and turned and tangled, untwisted and 
untangled, marched and countermarched, 
double quicked and perspired, halted and 
tried it again, but. still made no appar- 
ent progress.in the way of executing Ber- 
ner’s parting command. The officers held 
a council of war, studied Berner’s order 
ang searched for a method of executing 
it. Then they went back to the regiment 
and repeated the command. Once more 
the regiment marched and _  counter- 
marched, twisted itself into all sorts of 
confusion and then untwisted itself. In 
working on that command one company 
found itself on Hill street, a mile away 
from the parade ground, while another 
found itself on the road to Atlanta, 

“About sundown the officers gave up in 
despair and appointed one of their num- 
ber to go to see Berner, who was even 
then dreaming martial dreams of the 
deeds that would be done by himself and 
regiment’ in Cuba. The officers roused 
Berner from sleep and the latter, half 
awake and thinking something was 
wrong, exclaimed: 

“*What'’s the matter with the regi- 
ment?’ 

“ ‘Nothing,’ replied the officer, ‘except 
that it is scattered over ten miles of 
country trying to carry out that order 
you gave. It is now 7 o'clock and we've 
been trying to execute the order for four 
hours and we are no nearer success than 
when we started. You had better come 
and take command of the regiment.’ 

“What Berner. thought will probably 
never be known. What he did was to 
send out a lot of messengers to tell the 
seattered companies of the regiment to 
come back to camp regardless of military 
tactics, 

“The last company got in about 10 
o’clock and as Berner saw the boys pain- 
fully dragging themselves along, it is told 
that he said: 

“Thank God, the regiment is together 
again!’ 

“I have tried repeatedly to get a 
copy of the order that wrought such wos, 
but I Have never sufeeeded. There seems 
to be a conspiracy on the part of the 
officers to keep it a military ‘secret and 
the privates say that the command was 
so much Sanscrit to them and of course 
they can give no copy. ‘But what that or- 
der did to the regimefit was, as I have 
said, a plenty and moré than a plenty.”
